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Robberies 111 Apartment Houses. 


Flat robberies have become fashion' 


able. In fact, ever since the average 
family took to "flat living" the burglar 
and his associates have been at their 
wits' ends to know how to "burgle1 
premises where so many eyes and ears 
were open. But either such tenants have 
grown careless in their seeming .security 
or tho clever thief has discovered th 
weak points in their armor, for a mini 
ber of robberies have been attemptec 
and carried out with more or less sue 
cess. In apartment hotels, where th1 
entrances are watched by elevator boy 
and janitors, there is much less risk fo 
occupants, but in flat houses, so called 
the opportunity to enter and rob, unles 
every precaution be taken by the ten 
ant, is undoubtedly great. 


It would not bo wiso to indicate bj 


what means a very tyro of a burgla 
might enter half the flats in town 
though perhaps the criminal gentry 
know it as well as other folks; but it i 
not amiss to remind absentees of th 
day or summer that New York is full o 
flat thieves, and what New York ha 
Boston is bound to copy, even to it 
faults and sins. Valuables like silver 
ware and jewelry are rarely left in an; 
house during tho summer by their own 
ers; therefore it is not silver or jewelr 
these thieves are after. Hugs, bric-a 
brae of a portablo nature, furniture 
even, have been taken out bodily frorr 
more than one New York flat, and i 
one instance, where the tenant ha 
merely gone away for the day, ever 
article of clothing, costly furs and Bil 
gowns were packed up and carted off i 
a wagon. 


The moral of this is never toleav 


home without some responsible perao 
remains behind to take charge and^prc 
vent such disaster. But, according t 
the present style of living, thia^ia a 
most impossible. There must come 
time, however, when both inisCreBS*an 
maid wish to lie "out," and' on! 
tne cat can be made guardian of th 
little establishment. In that o*e th 
unostentatious abode is its own bes 
protection, though the newly cfevejope 
flat thief may have his own ideas in re- 
gard to the game befng worth the can- 
dle.—Boston tierald.
